constitutionality

commodity 
clause of the Hepburn a c t 


This clause prohibits all 
railroads 
from transporting in interstate com- 
merce any commodity owned or pro- 
duced 
by It, with 
the exception 
of 
lumber. A decision 
in favor of 
tho 
Bovornment would compel the anthra- 
cite coal railroads to divorce 
them- 
Belves from the coal companies which 
all of them own or control. 


In emphatic terms Judge Gray de- 
clares: 


"From 
every point of view 
from 
which we have been able to approach 
the question the unreasonableness and 
consequent 'nvalidity of this so-called 
'commodiiies clause' is apparent. 
It 
invades the rights of tho state 
by 
striking down the liberty hitherto in- 
nocently enjoyed by its citizens under 
the laws and ^sage of the common- 
wealth, to engage in Interstate com- 
merce to the fullest extent, as to all 
harmless articles, whether owned or 
not owned by tho carrier, and deprives 
of 
their 
property 
these 
defendants, 
contrary to the letter and spirit of 
the fifth amendment to tho constitu- 
tion. 


"If 
the enactment 
in question 
be 
warranted by the commerce laws of 
the constitution, it Is hai'd to see what 
bounds may bo set to flie exercise of 
that power. It will, indeed, be an open 
door, through Avhich the forces of the 
centralization hitherto unknown 
may 
enter at will, to the overthrow of that 
just balance between federal and state 
power, for which the makers of the 
constitution so wisely provided, as an 
essential to the preservation of our 
dual form of government.*'

Fight Until Exterminated. 


Pecking out each other'* eye* and 


driving their beaks into each other's 
breasts, nine thrusUe* as:d eight robina 
in Bast Alton fought to the death i» 
a tree, writes the St. Louis correspond- 
ent of the New York Press. Never in 
the annals of man, beast or bird per- 
haps, had there been a conflict inor* 
sanguinary than the one for the pos- 
session of that tree, in which both the 
thrushes and the robins~ had nests. 


One by one the birds fell to the 


ground below, until not a bird was left 
alive. Among those who witnessed the 
battle in which no quarter was asked 
and none was given were Charles Fer- 
guson, postmaster of East Alton, and 
Edward Balster, the owner of ihe land 
on which the tree stood. They said 
that if eagles had beeu warring they 
could not have fought more fiercely and 
fearlessly or met death more heroically 
than did the thrushes and robins. 


It was the culmination of a quarrel 


which began when the old robin and 
thrushes nested in the same tree last 
spring, and which was 
aggravate?! 


when the robins stole worms and oth- 
er tidbits from the young thrushes and 
when the thrushes stole food from the 
young robins. 


This larceny from me blrdlings nev- 


er was forgiven or forgotten and it re- 
sulted in frequent tights among the old 
birds. They reserved the battle royal, 
however, until the young birds should 
grow up io assist in exacting the ex- 
treme penally for these repeated lar- 
cenies.

The fellow who sells the least goods 
iii the one who worries most aoout 
competition. 


Control yourself! 
Remember what 
Huxley says;" "A man so ttirined in 
youth that his body is the ready serv- 
ant of his will, and does with* equal 
ease and pleasure-lill the work that as 
a mechanism it Is capable of, whose In- 
tAjlect is a clear, cold, logic-engine, 
wlUi all its parts of equal strength and 
in smooth worlting order, ready like a 
steam engine to be turned to any kind 
of vork, and spin the gossamers as 
well as forg'o the anchors of the mind.' 


The only man who never made a 
mistake is the one who never made a 
success. The horse in a treadmill nev- 
er gets In a smash-up, but neither does 
he get anywhere. 
Every path to pre- 
eminence la blazed with errors, as the 
wagon road across the plains is lined 
with skeletons of those who failed by 
the way, and our road is clearer for the 
passage of the pioneers who learned 
the best path through experience on 
the worst ones. A stupid error, a care- 
less error, a repeateu error should re- 
ceive no end of self-condemnation and 
a hearty amen to the assaults of others. 


Courtesy-»-not mere politeness, but 
that habit of mind which causes a man 
(o put himself in the other fellow's 
place and give his ideas and feelings 
considei-ation—is 
an 
attribute 
well 
worthy of cultivation by a young bus- 
iness man. 


In this ago when the old fashioned 
deference to our elders Is replaced by 
the encouraged, self-assertion of the 
young people for whom we live, we are 
more simple and direct in our thought 
and speech and manners more clearly 
show forth the man. 
It is therefore 
all the more necessary that the man 
should have social qualities worthy ol 
exhibition and that he should culti- 
vate a kindness 
and 
sincerity 
of 
thought that will find fitting, expression 
in a straightforward, frank and manly 
gearing. Listen to a woman talking of 
her shopping* and you will find that the 
sei'vice given in the different stores 
is in her eyes of equal importanc-e Avith 
the quality and the price of the goods. 
It is the linen clerk who knows tho 
latest wrinkles in napery who gets her 
trade. The dry gooda clerk who assists 
her in little economies, sells her all 
s'he buys In this line and the jewelry 
salesman who gave her a pi'ivate view 
of a rare piece of jewelry and discussed 
chains with her when he knew she did 
not care to buy, will be given the order 
when she wants to buy a tea set or a 
clock. 
- 


To prove that this is so, think over 
the stores where you do your trading 
and analyze the reasons for buying 
there and you will find you are influ- 
enced by much the same motives. And 
that the personal element cuts a large 
figure in your purchase. 


Enthusiasm of the right kind goes 
hand In hand with salesmanship, and 
the kind that will make a salesman 
Investigate in every way possible the 
merits of the article he is selling, is 
the best. 
If you know and are con- 
vinced that it is good, then it is much 
easier for you to convince the other 
man of the same fact. Do you know 
¿hat words and figures alone do not 
sell your goods? Your manner and tho 
impression you make on the buyer 
have much to do with it. Anyone can 
sell a man who wants to buy, if he has 
the price and the goods that man 
wants. It takes salesmanship and en- 
thusiasm to sell the buyer who has not 
thought of buying until he Is convinced 
that he ought to. 


The point 
to keep in view is this; 
The man who can turn the circum- 
stances arounc] him to the very best 
advantage is the one who will out- 
distance the others. 
Once this lesson 
has been studied and learned the most 
important step has been made. Per- 
haps this can be best 
accomplished 
where opportunities are fewest, but no 
matter what the conditions, certain it 
Is that the valuable asset, self-dlsclp- 
llne, will inevitably count, 
without 
which no fortune can be made. 


Opportunities come to each and every 
one of us and sometimes with great 
frequency. 
The successful clerk 
or 
business man is the one who at a 
glance recognizes them as such and 
without hesitation takes advantage of 
them. 
This is practically the defini- 
tion of the much used term, *'luck,' 
and tho very ones who complain of 
''having no luck" are simply those 
who lack knowledge of their business 
chances and the energy and ambition 
to make the most of their opening. 


Good openings are constantly before 
every salesman did he but know it. 
The ones with eager energy, fixed pur- 
pose and unremitting' watchfulne&s are 
tbose who .will surely advance. In any 
place a man can show his individual- 
ity and his most strenuous exertions 
for his future interests, and as long as 
he deals fairly with his neighbor-work- 
er he will forge aheaa faster than he 
knows. 
The best evidence possible 
that a clerk can have of his ability to 
do better somewhere else is to be a suc- 
cess where he is. 


The clerk of today can be, and 
a 
great many are, simply an automaton 
or, on the other hana, he may be a 
live, brainy person, who is gathering 
in information at every turn and im- 
proving his usefulness by absorbing his 
every chance to show the material of 
which he is made. 


It is clear in the minds of the latter 
cl&ss that if they would be better i^les 
men at the eud of the day than ihey 
were in ihe xnornlng, they must ever 


be studying. 
With the former many 
feel that they have been forced behind 
the counter by sevure circumstances, 
and that they will take it easy until 
something turns up. The lack of am- 
bition tbus shown Is deplorable and is 
a great stumbling block in the path of 
success. 
The feeling that he is out 
of place and that nothing will enable 
him to advance in his present occupa- 
tion Is success-killing- to any man. 


The clerk of now is the proprietor of 
the future, and a lack of self-confidence 
or healthy ambition, should speedily 
be attended to. No sucn example as an 
older 'association who has been in a 
shop for untold years without passing 
a certain mark should be followed. No 
such feeling' should be tolerated that 
this fate is just as apt to be your» as 
not. for such contemplation will often 
result in a llstlessness which will do 
more to bring you to that stage than 
anything else. 


At the outset, get the idea firmly in 
your head that your name is to adorn 
some shop door and then keep that 
shop door before you as a goal. If a 
clerk will do this, he will consequent- 
ly bend every effort to attain the de- 
sired end, and before long the confi- 
dence in his ability to accomplish it 
will bring to pass the looked for re- 
sult as surely as tomorrow comes.—

British War Sloop's Vain Quest For 
Shipwrecked Men, 


From a cruise lasting nearly Ave 
months, during Avhich many ports of 
South America were visited and an 
unsuccessful 
search 
was 
made for 
the survivoi-s of the lost British ship 
Silberhorn, the British sloop of war 
Shearwater has returned to Esqulmalt, 
says the Victoria (B. G.) correspon- 
dent of the New York Sun. 
She had 
all sorts of pels on board, there being a 
goat from Robinson Crusoe's island, 
over a score of parrots, ranging from 
a huge macaw to a tiny paroquet, and 
all sorts of queer dogs and cats and 
monkeys. 


'ihe Shearwater was ordered to Iqui- 
que in January last, when owing to a 
strike of the nitrate workers it ^vas 
thought necessary to send a vessel to 
protect British interests, H. M. S. Sap- 
pho being sent from the West Indies 
and the Shearwater from Esquimau. 
The outbreak in Iqulque was put down 
before the 
Shearwater 
arrived, the 
troops firing into the assembled rioters 
with Maxims and the ^streets being 
make a shambles, about? five hundred 
being killed by the fire of the ma- 
chine guns. 


At Iqulque the warship was ordered 
south to make a search of Masafuera 
and Juan Fernandez islands, about 450 
miles off the Chilean coast and sup- 
posed to be uninhabited where it was 
thought iiastaways from the missing 
ship Silberhorn might be found. 


The Silberhorn, well known in Vic- 
toria, left Newcastle in the spring of 
last year for Pisag-ua with coal and was 
never hea-rd of again. 
The German 
bark Anny brought a belated report to 
Pena Blanca, which months afterward 
drifted to Valparaiso and thence to 
Lloyds many weeks later, that it had 
sighted a burning ship with the letters 
"ool" showing on the sterm, this be- 
ing believed to have been the last three 
letters of the na.me or the Sllberhorn's 
home port. 
Capt. Gibson, overlooker 
for C. E. DeWolff & Co., owners of 
the Silberhorn, and others have dis- 
credited this report, stating that tlie 
burning hull sighted was probably the 
Tlllle E. Starbuck, and it was believed 
the Silberhorn sank in a storm. 


The Admiralty determined upon a 
search, however, and to Juan Fernan- 
dez and Masafuera theBhearwater went. 
Juan Fernandez was reached after a 
stormy passage. 
A cruise was made 
around the island and a short stay 
while the ofilcers shot pigeons. 
Here 
a jet black mountain goat was captured 
by one of the bluejackets. 
He didn't 
capture its pedigree, but he is con- 
vinced that its forefathers 
followed 
Robinson Crusoe and Friday about the 
Island. 
The goat named Nancy, has 
been adopted as mascot in chief of the 
Shearwater. 


Masafuera, a barren and 
desolate 
mass of rock jutting steep from the 
sea, was circumnavigated, but 
no 
traces of the Silberhorn were seen, nor 
had tho natives heard of any wreck 
or wreckage being found. 
There are 
eighteen residents on this island, liv- 
ing at a small cove on the northeast 
side. 
They are engaged in canning 
lobsters, The Chilean government in- 
tends to establish a penal settlement 
on Masafuera and tin huts will be 
erected. 


During 
the cruise the Shearwater's 
officers and crew were entertained by 
the Britishers at many ports, At Aca- 
pulco the graves of dead bluejackets 
were restored, new crosses being put 
at the heads of the mounds. 


The Shearwater visited Callao" on 
Jlarch 11, and there fell in with the 
United States torpedo flotilla. At Iqul- 
que an extraordinary species of duck 
allied to the extinct dodo of Mauritius 
exists and the officers view with one 
another in trying to ontaln specimens. 
They live on the plains a considerable 
distance from Avater and are occasion- 
ally, so the residents say, to be found in 
the coves around the coast. Only one 
was captured. 
It has been forwarded 
to the British Museum, 


Tho Shearwater since leaving on 
rer long cruise has become the flagship 
of the Esquimau station,

NInt 
Thrushes 
and 
Eight 
Robin« 


Flflht Until Exterminated. 


Pecking out each other's eyes and 
driving their beaks into each other's 
breasts, nine thrushes aud eight robins 
in Bast Alton fought to the death m 
\ a tree, writes the St. Louis correcpond- 
ent of the N6w York Press. Never iu 
the annals of man, beast or bird per- 
haps, had there been a conflict mors 
sanguinary than the one for the pos- 
session of that tree, in which both the 
thrushes and the robins had nests. 


One by one the birds fell 
to 
the 
ground below, until not a bird was left 
alive. Among those who witnessed the 
battle in which no quarter was asked 
and none was given were Charles Fer- 
guson, postmaster of East Alton, and 
Edward Balster, the owner of the land 
on which the tree stood. 
They said 
that if eag'les had been waiTlug they 
could not have fought more fiercely and 
fearlessly or met death more heroically 
than did the thrushes and robins. 


It was the culmination of a quarrel 
which began when the old robin and 
thrushes nested in the same tree last 
spring, and which 
Avas 
aggravated 
when the robins stole worms and oth- 
er tidbits from the young thrushes and 
when the thrushes stole food from the 
young robins. 


This larceny from ine birdlirigs nev- 
er was forgiven or forgotten and it re- 
sulted in frequent tights among the old 
birds. They reserved the battle royal, 
however, until the young birds should 
grow up to assist in exacting the ex- 
treme penalty for these repeated lar- 
cenies. 
That time arrived today and 
both sides lined up for the battle. 


Two of the nests were built in the 
fork of a tree, and they were so near 
that they almost touched. 
It is said 
that even the 
young 
robins- 
and 
thrushes had emulated the example of 
their parents and had stolen food from 
each other. 
Be that as it may, there 
was a grudge of long standing to be 
settled, and there was not a bird, old 
or young, in the tree that was not will- 
ing to sacrifice its life in the feud. 


The battle lasted longer than 
an 
hour. There were charges and counter 
charges, and every one found its vic- 
tim. 
A rush of brown would be fol- 
lowed by the fall of a robin, and, after 
a flash of red swept through the fol- 
iage, a thrush would fall. One by one 
the combatants dropped and died until 
only one remained. 
It was a robin, 
and the watchers hoped it would sur- 
vive.

In an opinion handed down in the 
United States circuit court at Phila­ 
delphia Judge Gray 
dismisses

the anthracite coal roads to test the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
commodity 
clause of the Hepburn act. 


This clause prohibits all railroads 
from transporting in interstate com­ 
merce any commodity owned or pro­ 
duced by it, with the exception of 
lumber. A decision in favor of the 
government would compel the anthra­ 
cite coal railroads to divorce them­ 
selves from the coal companies which 
all of them own or control. 


In emphatic terms Judge Gray de­ 
clares: 


“From every point of view from 
which we Viave been able to approach 
the questior the unreasonableness and 
consequent ‘nvalidity of this so-called 
‘commodities clause* is apparent. 
It 
invades the rights of the state by 
striking down the liberty hitherto in­ 
nocently enjoyed by its citizens under 
the laws and .usage of the common­ 
wealth, to engage in interstate com­ 
merce to the fullest extent, as to all 
harmless articles, whether owned or 
not owned by the carrier, and deprives 
of their property these defendants, 
contrary to the letter and spirit of 
the fifth amendment to the constitu­ 
tion. 


“If the enactment in question be 
warranted by the commerce laws of 
the constitution, it is hard to see what 
bounds may be set to the exercise of 
that power. It will, indeed, be an open 
door, through which the forces of the 
centralization hitherto unknown may 
enter at will, to the overthrow of that 
just balance between federal and state 
power, for which the makers of the 
constitution so wisely provided, as an 
essential to the preservation of our 
dual form of government.,, 


Republicans Elect Governor by 
About 7100 Plurality. 


Portland. Me., Sept. 15.—The Repub­ 
licans carried Maine by about 7100 
plurality, as against 26,1S1 in the last 
presidential year, and 8064 in 1D06. 
Returns from 4G8 out of 519 cities, 
towns and plantations in the state, 
gave for governor: 


Bert M. Fernald, Republican, 72,117, 
and Obadiah Gardner, Democrat, 6*1.- 
993. 
In 1904 the same places gave 
75,33*1 for Governor Cobb. Republican, 
and 49,416 for Davis, Democrat, 
The 
Republicans carried all four congres­ 
sional districts by about the usual plu­ 
ralities, Amos L. Allen being re elect­ 
ed in the First and C. C. Burleigh in 
the Third, while John P. Swasey was 
chosen to succeed Charles L*. Little­ 
field in the Second 
and 
Frank G. 
Guernsey the late Llewellyn Powers 
in the Fourth district. The legislature 
will 
be 
safely Republican in both 
branches. 


The vote 
was the heaviest since 
18S8, running well up to 140,000. The 
gains were mainly by the Democrats, 
the party vote increasing more than 
13,000 over that of 1904, while the 
Republican vote fell off about 2500. 
The Republican plurality is the small­ 
est recorded in a presidential year in 
twenty-five years.

Some ten or twelve years back the 
police Jury 
of Plaquemine 
parish 
passed a law aKainst the capture and 
killing of alligators. 
That parochial 
Btatute would 
have made t h e 
per- 
secuted saurians of the Lower Coast 
smile with happinens far behind their 
ears bad it been duly respected. Now 
Representative Welsh, of 
Calcasieu 
parish, has made alligator protection 
a State wide matter by f r a m i n g and 
having 
favorably reported 
in 
the 
present session of our General 
As- 
sembly an act to prohibit the killing 
of alligators in any part of Louisi- 
ana. 


This law ought to, and 
probably 
will, be passed before the fast ap- 
proaching a d j o u r n m e n t of tho pres- 
ent session of our State Legislature. 


The good reasons for this existing 
parochial and proposed State legisla- 
tion in defence of our harmless and 
peace loving Louisiana- alligator are 
founded on desires and Intents 
to 
preserve the local balance of preda- 
tory animal life. 
Within the years 
of this living generation of men the 
alligators of Louisiana and 
Florida 
have been 
almost 
exterminated 
by 
hordes of hide hunters on account of 
the high and steadily rising market 
value of their scaly skins. 


But 
in this 
swinging balance of 
animal 
life of 
the 
Louisiana 
low 
grounds and the swamps and marshes 
the comparatively 
rapid 
recent 
de- 
crease of our alligators has been fol- 
lowed by a correlative increase in the 
swarming millions of m u s k r a t s that 
inhabit our marshes, i n f e s t ' o u r rice 
fields and depredate to a considerable 
extent our cane fields located in re- 
claimed swamp lands. 
And, 
worst 
of 
all, 
the 
enormously 
augmented 
supply of 
muskrats 
increases the 
menace 
from 
these 
vermin 
to 
the 
safety of our Mississippi River 
levees 
in seasons of high vernal and 
sum- 
mer lioods, such as that which is now 
sweeping down our river coast from 
the mouth of Red River to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


This noted Increase of the musk- 
rats following the marked 
decrease 
of alligators in the same habitat of 
some eight or ten thousand 
square 
miles superficial area betokens 
that 
these rodents of the marshes 
must 
have always 
formed an 
important 
part of the saurian*s bill of fare. The 
writer doubts very much If alligators 
are able to capture many full-grown 
muskrats, 
as 
the 
latter 
although 
slow and clumsy as a tanked up Jack 
tar ashore, are as nimble as fish in 
the 
water. 
But 
as 


course through all of our 
e i t e n s l r « 
marsh region. 
Officers of the 
law 
might as well hope to find tho prover- 
bial needle in the haystack 
as 
to 
catch the professional alligator hunt- 
ers in our tidal marshes. 


In the 
meantime, tho 
Immense 
multiplicatioi and the desirable de- 
struction of the muskrats in most of 
the tier of Southern parishes in this 
State are growing to bo grave ques- 
tions. 
These vermin 
have 
already 
largely added in several parishes to 
the cost and productiveness of rice- 
culture by cutting the levees meant 
to hold in the irrigation water 
and 
devouring the rice shoots and stalks 
in extensive fields-. To a more limit- 
ed 
extent 
they have 
thinned 
out 
stands near the ditch banks In our 
more depressed 
Lower 
Coast 
cane 
fields; 
and, as our State 
engineers 
and sugar planters well know, they 
are proving a 
source of 
annually 
greater 
danger 
to our 
great 
levee 
system during periods of high water 
along the lower part of the Missis- 
sippi River. 


If the salvation of our 
alligators 
should not* result In 
the 
desired 
damnation 
of the vastly 
muUiplied 
m u s k r a t species, the parochial go-v^ 
ernments 
of 
the 
parishes 
most 
affected and the State at large wilj 
be forced 
to take some 
practical 
means to bring about their 
reduc- 
tion or destruction. 
Perhaps in de- 
fault of 
the 
replenished 
alligator 
supply, 
public trapping, 
wholesal-é 
poisoning of their villages, and 
thè 
payment of bounties on their scalpi 
might accomplish this result.

They 
are 
born 
and 
reared 
in regular 
musk- 
rat villages in diminutive mounds of 
dead reeds, flags and grass, similar 
to the far stronger huts of the beav- 
ers. 
The m u s k r a t villages are usu- 
ally placed in the most 
treacherous 
part of the "trembling m a r s h , " In- 
accessible to man, but easily access- 
ible to alligators. 


Conjecture alone may suggest how 
many fat and juicy young muskrats 
might 
be consumed 
in a 
breeding 
season by one good and healthy alli- 
gator comfortably holed In the midst 
of an average-sized muskrat village. 
To prove that the reflective saurians 
must 
avail themselves of such 
ad- 
vantages In the accessibility of a lib- 
eral food-supply, the alligator hunt- 
ers usually find the m u s k r a t marshes 
the best alligator marshes. 


There is another item in this bal- 
ance account of 
animal life 
which 
seems to have escaped our local and 
State lawmakers. Minks are more de- 
structive to muskrats in their 
ma- 
turity than are alligators. 
The mink 
follows the m u s k r a t ashore, trailing 
and 
running him 
down, 
murdering 
him and sucking his blood, Just as 
he hunts to the death 
the 
nimble 
wood-rabbit 
and 
the 
fleet 
marsh 
hare. 
H e 
may 
also 
pursue 
the 
aquatic rodent in the 
water, 
being 
swifter as a swimmer than the little 
beast he hunts and an equally good 
diver. 
Of late years the 
enhance- 
ment of the value of mink-skins by 
several hundred 
per cent,, or from 
one dollar apiece to three or 
four 
for 
first-class 
skins, has resulted in 
the trapping of many thousands of 
these animals 
during 
recent 
years. 
Hence the multiplication table of the 
m u s k r a t s has had the advantage of 
the large elimination of its two prin- 
cipal negative factors. 
The question 
of mink-protection is unlikely to rise 
to the dignity of political considera- 
tion in Louisiana; although the wel- 
fare of the mink and the weasel has 
been 
for 
several 
years 
oflicially 
guarded for seasons of varying dura- 
tion in several of our far Northern 
States. 
Tho 
writer presents 
this 
point merely to show that mink-re- 
duction may also partly account for 
the increase of the muskrat 
species 
In such undue proportions in all the 
lowlands of South Louisiana, till now 
the warcry t h a t was raised 
against 
the pestiferous rodent by the police 
jurors of Plaquemine parish a decade 
agone is wafted 
back 
in 
trumpet 
tones from the far wilds of Calcasieu 
on the eloquent lips of S u t e Repre- 
sentative 
Welih. 


Although 
the 
eflicient sheriff 
of 
Plaqaemine 
parish 
has 
occasionally 
captured and confined a hermit alli- 
gator hunter, and made formidable 
cruises after pquads of them, 
who 
have evaded him by 
fleeing 
to 
the 
marsh domairfs of neighboring 
par- 
ishes, t h a t parochial law has 
been 
largely and persistently violated. A 
State law would be likewise 
disre- 
garded by the professional alligator- 
slayers unless it could be enforced 
by the seizure and confiscation of all 
alligator bides at their points of sale 
and distribution }u New Orleans aud 
the towns near the coast and the rail- 
fvB.fl crossings 
of

that 


T H E COST O F TITLKS, 


The Price of SoCers Patent 
Comes 
High in England. 


The elevation of Mr 
John Morley 
and Sir H, H. Fowler to the peerage 
is probably as pleasing to themselves 
as it is to their thousands of admir- 
ers; 
but each of the gentlemen 
so 
honored will have to .pay a fee of 
at least 
£200 
for the 
privilege of 
adding the title of "Viscount" to their 
names, which is the cost of 
letters 
patent for a viscounty of the United 
Kingdom. 


F o r higher rank the fees amount to 
more. 
The new Duke of Devonshire, 
for Instance, when he comes to takg 
the 
necessary 
letters 
patent 
which 
will fully entitle him to-his own will 
have to pay £35 0 for the same, in 
addition to paying away an immense 
fortune in the shape of death duties. 
If the change had been that of a mar- 
quessate 
the fee \vould 
have 
been 
£300. 
A newly-made earl pays £250, 
a baron £150, and a baronet £100. 


These fees, however, are only part 
of the expense entailed by a man who 
is honored with a title. 
The cost of 
investiture, heraldry, etc., 
consider- 
ably augments the amount. 
It may 
be remembered that when Lord Rob- 
erts accepted his earldom in 
1901, 
and was subsequently given the Gar- 
ter, he was presented with a bill for 
£1750, which at first he strongly ob- 
jected to pay. 


To the average rer.der It will prob- 
ably seem absurd t h a t when such re- 
wards for serving 
the country 
are 
granted the recipient should so suffer 
in pocket. 
It is not so bad 
nov/a- 
days, however, 
as 
in 
the 
time 
of 
James I., who mulcted his baronets 
pretty 
heavily 
for their 
privileges. 
They were obliged to each maintain 
thirty soldiers for defense purposes, 
or pay into the Exchequer an equiv- 
alent sum, which amounted to £1095 
per year. 
Furthermore, to be quali- 
fied for the honor in those days, one 
had to be ''a gentleman born," and 
have a clear estatp of £1000 per an- 
num. 


Originally the fees were paid 
tO . 
certain oflicers of the State connecteu 
with the business of investing a man 
with his title, but fhey are now more 
in the n a t u r e of duties, and are paid 
into the Exchequer, thus helping to 
swell the revenues of the 
country. 
Recently 
it 
was 
proposed that a 
f u r t h e r tax on titles—£10 per a n n u m 
for a knight, £100 for an earl and 
£5000 
for a duke—should 
be 
Im- 
posed, and some irresponsible peojjle 
have even dared to suggest that these 
titles should be put up at auction and 
sold to the highest bidder. 


As illustrating the curious demands 
made upon a man who becomes 
a 
titled personage, it m i g h t 
be 
men- 
tioned that at the beginning of the 
year 200 celebrities, Avho within the 
last four years have been granted the 
privilege of prefixing their name with 
"Sir," each received a letter from the 
Walker Trbstees, Edinburgh, 
asking 
for a sum of £3 6s. Sd., which, it was 
said, was due in respect of each gen- 
tleman's 
creation as Knight of 
the 
United Kingdom. 
In the case of a 
baronet 
£5 
was 
demanded. 
"When 
inquiries were made it was found that 
the Walker Trustees, 
f whom very 
few of the titled gentlemen had ever 
heard, had purchased the rights of the 
Heritable Usher of Scotland, one of 
the 
many 
functionaries 
scattered 
about the United Kingdom who were 
entitled to perquisites in the shape of 
fees from persons Avhoni the 
King 
honored 
by 
conferring 
titles 
upon 
them, 


Practically 
all 
t h e 
ofllce-hojders 
who were entitled to these perquisites 
surrendered their rights to the Jate 
Government in return for an annual 
allowance. 
The Heritable Usher of 
Scotland, however, declined to do so, 
and c o n s e q u e n t l y 
the Walker 
Trus- 
tees7"as holders of t h a t ojjice, sent 
out their much discussed requests for 
fees to newly made knights aud baro- 
nets.—Tit-Bits.

hotels at $3.50 and $4 a bushel. These 
are grown from hot bed plants.

Take 
off enough ground to grow the varied 
vegetables needed for f^e family and 
enough will remain to give the inten- 
sive grower of tomatoes $900 or $1.000 
in a year.

Englishwomen Who Have "Qont 
In'* 


for Agriculture. 


The luro of the land seems to b« 
strongly felt In England 
juet 
now. 
There is a little Berkshire farm of flvo 
acres which, though only about half 
of it is nmder cultivation, affords a 
good living for the two girl owners, 
Miss Jones and Miss Ps«!, for tholr 
French gardener, his wife and iatnlly, 
and for tho pupils who are studying 
their methods c i »'arming. To an Amer- 
ican that statement sounds rathiT In- 
credible, but it Is quite true. 
It shows 
what intensive farming will do. 


A curious sight is this little Berk- 
shire farm. 
Not an inch of tho 
under cultivation is wasted. 
Some of 
them are covered with bell-shaped ar- 
rnngomcnts of glass 
called 
cloches, 
under which the young lettuce 
and 
carrots and caullllowers and so forth 
are forcod. It is all market yardenlng, 
and it pays. 
Where there are 
not 
cloches there arc glass-covered frames, 
full of growing vegetables. When there 
Is a cold storm these frames arc cov- 
ered with French mats, and during ono 
of tho hardest snow falls last winter 
the temperature under tho l^amea wa^ 
kept, by means of tho mats» up lo SO 
degrees. 
So carofully is the ground 
under theso frames and cloches nour- 
ished that it returns tJiree fine crops 
a year. 


It was the success of the French in 
intensive 
gardening, 
that 
led 
Miss 
Jones and Miss Peel to go into vege- 
table raising on tho same principle. 
French gardeners have been known to 
sell ?1500 worth of produce off an aero 
in a year, and those English girls ar- 
gued that if tho French could do it 
they surely could. They had not much 
capital, but they had enough to enable 
thorn to take five acres of land 
at 
Thatcham, in Bovkshlre, and to en- 
gage a Frenchman who knew all about 
gardening 
on 
the 
close 
cultivation 
plan. 
It was only last November that 
the farm was started, but already there 
is a brisk market for everything thesb 
energetic young women have to sell. 
What Is more, not a few people in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Thatcham 
are fol- 
lowing their example, or planning to, 
and as to pupil helpers thoy have more 
applicants than they can take. 


Of course gardening on this princi- 
ple requires endless patience, industry 
that never flags and careful attention 
to every smallest detail. 
A man can- 
not be a successful farmer on the close 
cultivation plan and spend his time 
holding up the side of the corner gro- 
cei'y in the nearest village or settling 
the affairs ol' the nation from the top 
of a drygoods box. 
H e has got to 
work. 
The two girl owners of this 
little Berkshire farm work. They have 
even become carpenters, 
and 
they 
make their own vegetable frames. But 
first 
and foremost they take care of 
their soil, which they consider their 
wealth. 
That is the French idea—so 
thoroughly understood in France that 
in that country it Is often agreed upon 
between landlord and gardener 
that 
the outgoing tenant may take his soil, 
to the depth of about eighteen Inches, 
away with him. 


Another interesting agricultural ex- 
periment is being tried at Bredon's 
Norton. 
This is an attempt to com- 
bine intellectualism with agriculture. 
The experimenter, Miss Woodhull, has 
already started a horticultural college 
at Bredon's Norton, and now she Is 
organizing a dairy, an apiary and a 
club. 
The members of the last need 
not take-part in the activities of tho 
colony unless they like, but tholr pres- 
ence there will bring to the other resi- 
dents currents of thought and interest 
that otherwise they might be able to 
enjoy only in a large town. Some mem- 
bers of the club may visit it only oc- 
casionally; othei's may use it for a 
meal now and then when passing that 
way, and others may make it an objec- 
tive point for a motor expedition. Such 
members will naturally bring with them 
new thoughts and new life, and thus 
ono of the main disadvantages of ru- 
ral life will be obviated. 
At the same 
time the club members and visitors, 
will undoubtedly become interested in 
rural lifo and 
rural 
pursuits.—New 
York Tribune.

British War Sloop's Vain Quest For 
Shipwrecked Men. 


From a cruise lasting nearly five 
months, during which many ports of 
South America were visited and an 
unsuccessful 
search 
was 
made for 
the survivors of the lost British ship 
Silberhorn, the British sloop of war 
Shearwater has returned to Esquimalt, 
says the Victoria (B. C.) correspon­ 
dent of the New York Sun. 
She had 
all sorts of pets on board, there being a 
goat from Robinson Crusoe’s island, 
over a score of parrots, ranging from 
a huge macaw to a tiny paroquet, and 
all sorts of queer dogs and cats and 
monkeys. 


'the Shearwater was ordered to Iqui- 
que in January last, when owing to a 
strike of the nitrate workers it w'as 
thought necessary to send a vessel to 
protect British interests, H. M. S. Sap­ 
pho being sent from the West Indies 
and the Shearwater from Esquimau. 
The outbreak in Iquique was put down 
before 
the 
Shearwater 
arrived, the 
troops firing into the assembled rioters 
with Maxims and the ^streets being 
make a shambles, about five hundred 
being killed by the fire of the ma­ 
chine guns. 


At Iquique the warship was ordered 
south to make a search of Masafuera 
and Juan Fernandez islands, about 450 
miles off the Chilean coast and sup­ 
posed to be uninhabited where it was 
thought .castaways from the missing 
ship Silberhorn might be found. 


The Silberhorn, well known in Vic­ 
toria, left Newcastle In the spring of* 
last year for Pisagua with coal and was 
never heard of again. 
The German 
bark Anny brought a belated report to 
Pena Blanca, which months afterward 
drifted to Valparaiso and thence to 
Lloyds many weeks later, that it had 
sighted a burning ship with the letters 
“ool” showing on the sterm, this be­ 
ing believed to have been the last three 
letters of the name of the Silberhorn's 
home port. 
Capt. Gibson, overlooker 
for C. E. DeWolff & Co., owners of 
the Silberhorn, and others have dis­ 
credited this report, stating that the 
burning hull sighted was probably the 
Tillie E. Starbuek, and it was believed 
the Silberhorn sank in a storm. 


The Admiralty determined upon a 
search, however, and to Juan Fernan­ 
dez and Masafuera theBhearwater went. 
Juan Fernandez was reached after a 
stormy passage. 
A cruise was made 
around the island and a short stay 
while the officers shot pigeons. 
Here 
a jet black mountain goat was captured 
by one of the bluejackets. 
He didn't 
capture its pedigree, but he is con­ 
vinced that its forefathers 
followed 
Robinson Crusoe and Friday about the 
island. 
The goat named Nancy, has 
been adopted as mascot in chief of the 
Shearwater. 


Masafuera, a barren and 
desolate 
mass of rock jutting steep from the 
sea, wras circumnavigated, but 
no 
traces of the Silberhorn were seen, nor 
had tho natives heard of any wreck 
or wreckage being found. 
There are 
eighteen residents on this island, liv­ 
ing at a small cove on the northeast 
side.

when the robins stole worms and oth­ 
er tidbits from the young thrushes and 
when the thrushes stole food from the 
young robins. 


This larceny from me birdlirigs nev­ 
er was forgiven or forgotten and it re­ 
sulted in frequent tights among the old 
birds. They reserved the battle royal, 
however, until the young birds should 
grow up to assist in exacting the ex­ 
treme penalty for these repeated lar­ 
cenies. 
That time arrived today and 
both sides lined up for the battle. 


Two of the nests were built in the 
fork of a tree, and they were so near 
that they almost touched. 
It is said 
that even the 
young 
robins* 
and 
thrushes had emulated the example of 
their parents and had stolen food from * 
each other. 
Be that as it may, there 
was a grudge of long standing to be 
settled, and there was not a bird, old 
or young, in the tree that was not will­ 
ing to sacrifice its life in the feud. 


The battle lasted longer than 
an 
hour. There were charges and counter 
charges, and every one found its vic­ 
tim. 
A rush of brown would be fol­ 
lowed by the fall of a robin, and, after 
a flash of red swept through the fol­ 
iage, a thrush would fall. One by one 
the combatants dropped and died until 
only one remained. 
It was a robin, 
and the watchers hoped it would sur­ 
vive. 
* 


Even when they were commenting 
upon the fact it had fought and lived, 
the survivor gave a triumphant whistle 
and pitched he&dlong to the ground, 
dead from a wound in the breast in­ 
flicted by the sharp bill of the last 
thrush.

Under the present pofltal laws it is no 
longer permissible for a newspaper to 
print lists of prisie winners at any euchre 
party, fair, or game of chance, or even to 
announce such affairs in advance.

livered by any postmaster or letter ear- 


ner. M 


Disbarment from the n'lails is not the 
only punishment prescrib'd under the 
above section, as any person who depos- 
its in the mail box, or offers for delivery, 
any such matter as described above is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, which is punish 
able by a fine ot $500 or ono year's impris- 
onment, or both.

They are 
born and reared in regular musk­ 
rat villages in diminutive mounds of 
dead reeds, flags and grass, similar 
to the far stronger huts of the beav­ 
ers. 
The muskrat villages are usu­ 
ally placed in the most treacherous 
part of tbe "trembling m arsh /’ in­ 
accessible to man, but easily access­ 
ible to alligators. 


Conjecture alone may suggest how 
many fat and juicy young muskrats 
might be consumed in a breeding 
season by one good and healthy alli­ 
gator comfortably holed in the midst 
of an average-sized muskrat village. 
To prove that the reflective saurians 
must avail themselves of such ad­ 
vantages in the accessibility of a lib­ 
eral food-supply, the alligator hunt­ 
ers usually find the muskrat marshes 
the best alligator marshes. 


There is another item in this bal­ 
ance account of animal life which 
seems to have escaped our local and 
State lawmakers. Minks are more de­ 
structive to muskrats in their ma­ 
turity than are alligators. 
The mink 
follows the muskrat ashore, trailing 
and running him down, murdering 
him and sucking his blood, just as 
he hunts to the death the nimble 
wood-rabbit 
and the 
fleet marsh 
hare. 
He 
may 
also 
pursue the 
aquatic rodent In the water, being 
swifter as a swimmer than the little 
beast he hunts and an equally good 
diver. 
Of late years the enhance­ 
ment of the value of mink-skins by 
several hundred per cent,, or from 
one dollar apiece to three or four 
for first-class skins, has resulted in 
the trapping of many thousands of 
these animals during recent years. 
Hence the multiplication table of the 
muskrats has had the advantage of 
the large elimination of its two prin­ 
cipal negative factors. 
The question 
of mink-protection is unlikely to rise 
to the dignity of political considera­ 
tion in Louisiana; although the wel­ 
fare of the mink and the weasel has 
been for 
several 
years 
officially 
guarded for seasons of varying dura­ 
tion in several of our far Northern 
States. 
The 
writer presents 
this 
point merely to show that mink-re- 
duction may also partly account for 
the increase of the muskrat species 
In such undue proportions in all the 
lowlands of South Louisiana, till now 
the warcry that was raised against 
the pestiferous rodent by the police 
jurors of Plaquemine parish a decade 
agone is wafted 
back in trumpet 
tones from the far wilds of Calcasieu 
on the eloquent lips of State Repre­ 
sentative Welsh. 


Although the efficient sheriff of 
Plaquemine parish has occasionally 
captured and confined a hermit alli­ 
gator hunter, and made formidable 
cruises after squads of them, who 
have evaded him by fleeing to the 
marsh domairfs of neighboring par­ 
ishes, that parochial law has been 
largely and persistently violated. A 
State law would be likewise disre­ 
garded by the professional alligator- 
slayers unless it could be enforced 
by the seizure and confiscation of all 
alligator hides at their points of sale

fortune In the shape of death duties. 
If the change had been that of a mar- 
quessate the fee \vould have been 
£300. 
A newly-made earl pays £250, 
a baron £150, and a baronet £100. 


These fees, however, are only part 
of the expense entailed by a man who 
is honored with a title. 
The cost of 
investiture, heraldry, etc., consider­ 
ably augments the amount. 
It may 
be remembered that when Lord Rob­ 
erts accepted his earldom in 1901, 
and was subsequently given the Gar­ 
ter, he was presented with a bill for 
£1750, which at first he strongly ob­ 
jected to pay. 


To the average rer.der It will prob­ 
ably seem absurd that when such re­ 
wards for serving the country are 
granted the recipient should so suffer 
in pocket. 
It is not so bad nowa­ 
days, however, as in the time of 
James I., who mulcted his baronets 
pretty heavily for their privileges. 
They were obliged to-each maintain 
thirty soldiers for defense purposes, 
or pay into the Exchequer an equiv­ 
alent sum, which amounted to £1095 
per year. 
Furthermore, to be quali­ 
fied for the honor in those days, one 
had to be “a gentleman born,” and 
have a clear estatp of £ 1 0 0 0 per an­ 
num. 


Originally the fees were paid to , 
certain officers of the State connected 
with the business of investing a man 
with his title, but {hey are now more 
in the nature of duties, and are paid 
into the Exchequer, thus helping to 
swell the revenues of the country. 
Recently 
it 
was 
proposed that a 
further tax on titles— £ 1 0 per annum 
for a knight, £ 1 0 0 for an earl and 
£5000 for a duke— should be im­ 
posed, and some irresponsible people 
have even dared to suggest that these 
titles should be put up at auction and 
sold to the highest bidder. 


As illustrating the curious demands 
made upon a man who becomes a 
titled personage, it 'might be men­ 
tioned that at the beginning of the 
year 200 celebrities, who within the 
last four years have been granted the 
privilege of prefixing their name with 
"Sir," each received a letter from the 
Walker Trhstees, Edinburgh, asking 
for a sum of £3 6s. Sd„ which, it was 
said, was due in respect of each gen­ 
tleman’s creation as Knight of the 
United Kingdom. 
In the case of a 
baronet £5 was demanded. 
When 
inquiries were made it was found that 
.the Walker Trustees, 
f whom very 
few of the titled gentlemen had ewer 
heard, had purchased the rights of the 
Heritable Usher of Scotland, one of 
the 
many 
functionaries 
scattered 
about the United Kingdom who were 
entitled to perquisites in the shape of 
fees from persons whom the King 
honored by conferring titles upon 
them. 


Practically all the ofllce-hojders 
who were entitled to these perquisites 
surrendered their rights to the late 
Government in return for an annual 
allowance. 
The Heritable Usher of 
Scotland, however, declined to do so, 
and ^consequently the Walker Trus­ 
tees^ as holders of that office, sent 
out their much discussed requests for 
fees to newly made knights and baro- ( 
nets.— Tit-Bits.

One acre in Missouri well fertil­ 
ized, has produced GOO to S00 bushels 
of onions

Onions al­

Tomatoes are 
a 
favorite 
specialty wiUi men engaged in truck 
gardening near Kansas City, because 
of the high price they bring In the 
early spring. 
The 
Brus farm, on 
Blue Ridge boulevard, 10 miles east 
of the city, sends 
tomatoes to tho 
hotels at $3.50 and $4 a bushel. These 
are grown from hot bed plants. 
As 
soon as one crop is picked another is 
ready. 
At the lower rate of $3.50 a 
bushel one acre of tomatoes would 
give an income of $1,050 a year. Take 
off enough ground to grow the varied 
vegetables needed for «he family and 
enough will remain to give the inten­ 
sive grower of tomatops $900 or $1.000 
in a year. 
If lie made only half that 
much it would be more than he could 
save in the city.

Englishwomen Who Have "Gone III* 


for Agriculture. 


The lure of tho land seems to be 
strongly felt In England just now. 
There is a little Berkshire farm of five 
acres which, though only about half 
of it is under cultivation, affords a 
good living for the two girl owners, 
Miss Jones and Miss Psel, for their 
French gardener, his wife and family, 
and for tho pupils who are studying 
their methods ci farming. To an Amer­ 
ican that statement sounds rather in­ 
credible, but it Is quite true. It shows 
what intensive farming will do. 


A curious sight is this little Berk­ 
shire farm. 
Not an inch of tho Q*'di> 
under cultivation is wasted. Some of 
them are covered with bell-shaped ar­ 
rangements of glass called cloches, 
under which the young lettuce and 
carrots and cauliflowers and so forth 
are forced. It is all market gardening, 
and it pays. 
Where there are not 
cloches there are glass-covered frames, 
full of growing vegetables. When there 
is a cold storm theso frames are cov­ 
ered with French mats, and during one 
of tho hardest {mow falls last winter 
the temperature under the frames war* 
kept, by means of the mats, up lo SO 
degrees. 
So carefully is tho ground 
under these frames and cloches nour­ 
ished that it returns three fine crops 
a year. 


It was the success of the French in 
intensive gardening, that led Miss 
Jones and Miss Peel to go into vege­ 
table raising on tho same principle. 
French gardeners have been known to 
sell $1500 worth of produce off an aero 
in a year, and those English girls ar­ 
gued that if tho French could do it 
they surely could. They had not much 
capital, but they had enough to enable 
them to take five acres of land at 
Tliatcham, in Berkshire, and to en­ 
gage a Frenchman who knew all about 
gardening on the close cultivation 
plan. It was only last November that 
the farm was started, but already there 
is a brisk market for everything theso 
energetic young women have to sell. 
What is more, not a few people in the 
neighborhood of Thatcliam are fol­ 
lowing their example, or planning to, 
and as to pupil helpers they have more 
applicants than they can take. 


Of course gardening on this princi­ 
ple requires endless patience, industry 
that never flags and careful attention 
to every smallest detail. A man can­ 
not be a successful farmer on the close 
cultivation plan and spend his time 
holding up the side of the corner gro­ 
cery in the nearest village or settling 
the affairs of the nation from the top 
of a drygoods box. 
He has got to 
work. 
The two girl owners of this 
little Berkshire farm work. They have 
even become carpenters, 
and 
they 
make their own vegetable frames. But 
first and foremost they take care of 
their soil, which they consider their 
wealth. 
That is the French idea—so 
thoroughly understood in France that 
in that country it is often agreed upon 
between landlord and gardener that 
the outgoing tenant may take his soil, 
to the depth of about eighteen inches, 
away with him. 


Another interesting agricultural ex­ 
periment is being tried at Bredon’s 
Norton. 
This is an attempt to com­ 
bine intellectualism with agriculture. 1 
The experimenter, Miss Woodhull, has 
already started a horticultural college 
at Bredon’s Norton, and now she is 
organizing a dairy, an apiary and a 
club. 
The members of the last need 
not take*part in the activities of tho 
colony unless they like, but their pres­ 
ence there will bring to the other resi­ 
dents currents of thought and interest 
that otherwise they might bo able to 
enjoy only in a large town. Some mem­ 
bers of the club may visit it only oc­ 
casionally; others may use it for a 
meal now and then when passing that 
way, and others may make it an objec­ 
tive point for a motor expedition. Such 
members will naturally bring with them 
new thoughts and new life, and thus 
one of the main disadvantages of ru­ 
ral life will be obviated. At the same 
time the club members and visitors, 
will undoubtedly become interested in 
rural life and 
rural 
pursuits.—New 
York Tribune.

Gettysburg, Sept 15.—A lire which 


threatens to destroy the entire town broke 
out hi Fairueld this afternoon shortly af- 
ter 1 o'clock and is spreading impkUy to- 
' wards the center of town. It originated 
in a stable oil Water street and a brisk 
East wind at once carried it to adjoining 
barns. From there it was carried to sev- 
eral houses and at last reports it was 
spreading rapidly from Water street to the 
center of the borough. The flames have 
spread to Main street and houses and 
barns are burning rapidly. The wells are 
nearly all dry and there is no mean? to 
light the flames. The peopk of the town 
are frantic. The church bells are being 
rung to call people from all sections to help 
light the fast increasing danger and crowds 
are rapidly coming in from all surround- 
ing sections. It is very diiiicult to get any 
communication with the stricken village. 
All the men have turned out to fight the 
fire while women and children are carry- 
ing possessions to places of safety. The 
excitement which prevail-: in Fairfield is 
said to be almost indescribable. People 
are hurrying here aiul there trying to save 
their goods and to fight the fire which is 
fast eating out the town. 


The above report was sent out Tuesday 


afternoon, but this Wednesday morning 
before going to pre^s we are informed that 
the fire was gotten under control towards 
evening, after seven stables had been 
destroyed with their contents, and sever- 
al dwellings somewhat damaged. We are 
unable to get information in regards to 
whom the properties belonged, amount of 
loss, etc.

as *'blacks and blueV were the »result of 
one of the fiercest class fights ever wagcil 
lx?tween two classes at (-Jettysburg College. 
The light occurred on Washington street 
at the side of the Eagle Hotel between 10 
and 11 o*clock last night with various 
skirmishes and minor encounters on the 
side all night 


The battle was caused by the fact that, 
in accordance with a time lionored custom 
the Sophomores started to put \\\) their 
I>osters, printed in gi-een ink and coveitHl 
with M'holesome atlvice to the new inen. 
The Freshmen had organized in the after- 
noon and knowing that the postei-s AvoTtld 
be distributed during the night over vari- 
ous real estate al)out town determined to 
n^sist and if possible i>revent the obnox- 
ious litemture from being spread ui>on the 
walls and windows of Ciettysburg's houses 
and stores to say nothing of fences, trees, 
telephone poles, etc. 


JMscovering early in the evening that 
second year men were out in force the 
Freshmen, eighty strong, gathered on 
Nixon Held and practiced battle maiiQiiv- 
ers which would have put the citizen 
soldiery of Pennsylvania to shame. 
All 
sorts of attack and defense were practiced 
and when the leaders thought that their 
forces were sufliciently organized t h e 
march to town was commenced. 
They 
found their oi^ponents at the Eagle Hotel 
corner and immediately both sides formed 
in battle army. 


The two classes each formed into com- 
pact body and charged on each otlier. 
Immediately there was a wild mix-up of 
fists, arms, legs and various other things 
of perishable nature. 
The second year 
men started to wield a number of pad<lles 
which they had gathered and they dealt 
severe blows so that many a valiant Fresh- 
man fell by the wayside. The upi)er class- 
men interfered, however, and onlered the 
Soi)hoinores to throw aAvay their paddles 
as too serious damage was being dome. 
Faces were cut, teeth knocked out, ugly 
bruises given a number of the men and 
still the fight kej)t on. 


The strain of the fight began to tell on 
many of the men and they were forced to 
withdraw while the sight of two men ly- 
ing unconscious on the street .served to 
call a halt. 
The injured heroes were on 
all sides and the combatants soon formed 
hospital corps and took their men in wag- 
ons or on their shoulders to the dormitor- 
ies.

CANNOT PRINT PRIZE LISTS 


Under the present postal laws it is no 
longer permissible for a newspaper to 
print lists of prize winners at any euchre 
party, fair, or game of chance, or even to 
announce such affairs in advance. 


Following is a portion of Section 499 of 
tho Postal Laws and Regulations on un­ 
mailable m atter: 


‘•Nor shall any newspaper, magazine, 
pamphlet or publication of any kind con­ 
taining an advertisement of any lottery, 
or gift enterprise of any kind, offering 
prizes dependent upon chance, or contain­ 
ing any list of prizes awarded at the draw­ 
ings of any such lottery or gift enterprise, 
whether said list is of any part or of all 
the drawing, be carried in the mail orde 
livered by any postmaster or letter car- 
rier. I» 


Disbarment from the mails is not the 
only punishment prescrib’d under the 
above section, as any person who depos­ 
its in the mail box, or offers for delivery, 
any such matter as described above is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, which is punish­ 
able by a fine ot $500 or one year’s impris­ 
onment, or both.

••••*•••••• legislative steam-roller levels the juet rule with the unjust in 


the public anxiety to law out a new road. The introduction 


of the doctrine of comparative negligence in employer's liability statutes and 
recent statutes leaviug-questions of negligence wholly to juries, or, in other 
words, cutting off all assurance that like cases involving negligence will re- 
ceive ~a like decision, the common law doctrine, at least as explained to the 
people, did not commend themselves to the public intelligence. 
In such 


cases, something is to be done; and it is done too often with but little 
understanding of the old law, mischief or remedy. But we hare no right to 
rail at such miscarriages. The public must move in such legal light as the 
luminaries of the law afford. 


We must not make the mistake in American legal education of creating 


a permanent gulf between legal thought and popular thought. We may com- 
mit this mistake merely by teaching legal pseudo-science and obsolete phil- 
osophy, quite as much as by the more prevalent method of saying nothing 
about these matters at all, leaving the student to pick pp what he may 
here and there in the cases and texts, with no hint that there are other 
conceptions and theories entertained by scholars of no small authority, and 
to go forth in the belief that he is completely trained. 


In all cases of divergence between the standard of the common law and 


and the standard of the public, it goes without saying that the latter will 
prevail in the end. Sooner or later what public opinion demands will be rec- 
ognized and enforced by the courts. A bench and bar trained In indivldaul- 
ist theories and firm in the persuasion that the so-called legal justice is an 
absolute and a necessary standard, from which there may be no departure 
without the destruction of the legal order, may retard, but cannot prevent 
progress to the newer standard recognized by the sociologist. In this prog- 
ress lawyers should be conccious factors, not unconscious followers of popular 
thought, not conscious obstructors of the course of legal development. 
To 


this end it is the duty of teachers of lav.*, while they teach scrupulously the 
law that the courts administer, to teach it in the spirit and from the stand- 
point of the political, economic and sociological learning of to-day. It is 
their task to create in this country a true sociological jurisprudence, to de- 
velop a thorough understanding between the people and the law, to insure 
that the common law remain, -what its truest exponents have always Insisted 
it is—human reason.

N interesting-and, it is believed, fruitful experiment has been 
going on in connection with ISmmanuel church, Boston.

seeking to do is human and universal, knowing DO distinc- 
tion of creed or social station. This effort may be described 
as an attempt to weld into friendly alliance the most pro- 
gressive neurological knowledge of the schools and a prim- 
itive New Testament Christianity as scholarship has dis- 
closed it, with a view to the relief of human suffering and 


the transformation of human character.

In the first place, the effort is scientific. It was initiated with the ap- 


proval of some of the leading neurologists of New England, and has been 
carried on not without their advice and co-operation. Hence it differs from 
the various mental-healing cults by freely acknowledging that if the mind 
exercises a profound Influence over the body, the body no less really affects 
the mind. This common place is ignored by the quasi-tlieosophical systems 
at present in vogue, and men and women are treated as if they were disem- 
bodied spirits, instead of being, as they really are, very much at the mercy 
of physiological processes. We distinguish, then, with science between "or- 
ganic" and "functional" disorders, and we believe that the legitimate sphere 
for moral and psychical methods Is that of the "functional," not the "organic," 
though even in the latter they are a valuable adjunct, inasmuch as they tend 
to strengthen the resistive powers cf the patient against the pathological 
causes at work. W"e do not agree with those religious persons who would tie 
down the divine operation in healing diseases to one method, nor do we think 
that it betokens any lack of faith to suppose that God can heal by pure air, 
good water, and even by medicines compounded by human skill. Why should 
we tax our nsychic energies with tasks which could be easily discharged by 
psychical instrumentalities?—The Century. 


Substitutes for Water Found in the 


Desert. 


All devices for allaying the discom- 


fort arising from the dryness of the mu- 
cous - membrances, such as carrying 
bullets or pebbles in the 
mouth, 


chewing grass or a p.ece of rubber, are 
wholly futile Ia meeting the serious 
thirst problem, says The Outing Mag- 
azine. The relative humidity 
often 


falls to 5 percent in the Southwestern 
deserts, and in a temperature of over 
100 degrees, the evaporation from a ves- 
sel of water standing ia the open may 
be as much as an inch a day. The 
amount thrown off by the skin is cor- 
respondingly great, and if the loss is 
not made good thirst ensues, and 10 
hours' lack of water may thicken the 
tongue so that speech is impossible. 


The Indian and the desert traveler 


often seek relief in the juices of plants 
when water fails. The fruits of,some 
of the prickly pears are slightly juicy; 
the fronds of the same plant, or the 
great trunks of the saguaro, contain 
much sap, but for the most part it is 
bitter, and, while it would save life 
in extremity, yet it is very unpleasant 
to use. The barrel cactus, or bisnago 
(ISehlno-cactus), 
however, 
contains 


within Its spiny cylinders a fair sub- 
stitute for good water. To get at this 
juice one must be- armed with a stout 
knife, or an as, with which to de- 
capitate the plant, which is done by 
cutting away a section from the*top. 
Next a green stake is obtained from 
some shrub or tree that is free from 
bitter substances, and with this or 
with the ax the white pitch of the in- 
terior is pounded to a pulp and a cav- 


j ity that would hold two gallons is 


formed. 
Squeezing the pulp between 


the hands into the cavity will give 
from three to six pints of a drinkable 
liquid that is far from unpleasant, and 
is generally a few-degrees cooler than 
the air. Scouting Indians have long 
used the bisnaga to save carrying a 
heavy supply of Trater, and a drink 
may be obtained in this manner by a 
skilled operator in five to ten min- 
utes.

Fuel Oil in Italy. 


The Italian' state government, or at 


least the powers in charge of the Ital- 
ian state railways, must have some 
confidence in the comparative perman- 
ence of the fuel oil supply. 
It is 


stated that during the fiscal year of 
1906-1907 the cost of coal on the Ital- 
ian railways was so excessive as to 
attract special attention and amount- 
ed to 17 cents per train mile, as 
against a cost in France for a similar 
distance of 10 cents. The Italian gov- 
ernment has granted a special reduc- 
tion on duties on mineral oils for 
the use of the. state railways and the 
railway management has now decided 
to use fuel oil at least on some cf 
the mountain 
lines with long tun- 


nels where the cost of.the fuel oil- 
hitherto has seemingly made such use 
prohibitive. The concession in duties 
now made will lead to' the gradual 
adoption of fuel oil and it is thought 
that "when the oil can be imported 
Into the country in tank steamers, its 
use, at least for railway purposes will 
become far more general.—Louisiana 
Planter.

AW Is no longer anything sacred or mysterious.

decisions aro Investigated and discussed freely by historians, 
economists M l CMicIologlsis. Tho doctrines announced by 
the court! are debated by the preBs and have even been 
dealth with In political platforms, ivftymen know full well 
that they may make laws and that knowledge of the law is 
no necessary prerequisite of far-reaching legislation. 
The 
legislative steam-roller levels the Just rule with the unjust in 
the public anxiety to law out a new road. 
The introduction 
of the doctrine of comparative negligence in employer's liability statxites and 
recent statutes leaving niuestions of negllgenco wholly to Juries, or, in other 
words, cutting off all assurance that like cases involving negligence will re- 
ceive''a like decision, the common law doctrine, at least as explained to the 
people, did not commend themselves to the public intelllgenoe. 
In such 
cases, something is to be done; 
and it Is done too often with but little 
undiH-standlng of the old law, mischief or remedy. 
But we have no right to 
rail at such miscarriages. 
The public must move in Buch legal light ae the 
luminaries,of the law afford. 


We must not make the mistake In American legal education of creating 
a permanent gulf between legal thought and popular thought. 
We may com- 
mit this mistake merely by teaching legal pseudo-science and obsolete phil- 
osophy, quite as much as by the more prevalent method of saying nothing 
about these matters at all, leaving the student to pick pp what he may 
here and there in the cases and texts, with no hint that there are other 
conceptions and theories entertained by scholars of no small authority, and 
to go forth in the belief that ho Is completely trained. 


In all cases of divergence between the standard of the common law and 
and the standard of the public. It goes without saying that the latter will 
prevail in the end. 
Sooner or later what public opinion demands will be rec- 
ognized and enforced by the courts. A bench and bar trained In indlvldaul- 
ist theories and firm In the persuasion that tho so-called legal Justice is an 
absolute and a necessary standard, from which there may be no departure 
without the destruction of the legal order, may retard, but cannot prevent 
progress to the newer standard recognized by the sociologist. In this prog- 
ress lawyers should be concclous factors, not unconscious followers of popular 
thought, not conscious obstructors of the course of legal development. 
To 
this end it is the duty of teachers of law, while they teach scrupulously 
the 
law that the courts administer, to teach it in the spirit and from the stand- 
point of the political, economic and sociological learning of to-day. It is 
their task to create in this country a true sociological jurisprudence, to de- 
velop a thorough understanding between the people and the law, to insure 
that the common law remain, Avhat its truest exponents have always insisted 
it is—human reason.

In the first place, the effort is scientific. It was Initiated with the ap- 
proval of some of the leading neurologists of New England, and has been 
carried on not without their advice and co-operation.

exercises a profound Influence over the body, the body no less really affects 
the mind. 
This commonplace is ignored by the quasl-theosophlcal systems 
at present in vogue, and men and women are treated as if they were disem- 
bodied spirits, Instead of being, as they really are, very much at the mercy 
of physiological processes. 
We distinguish, then, with science between "or- 
ganic" and "functional" disorders, and we believe that the legitimate sphere 
for moral and psychical methods is that of the "functional," not the "organic," 
though even in the latter they are a valuable adjunct. Inasmuch as they tend 
to strengthen the resistive powers of the patient against the pathological 
causes at work. 
We do not agree with those religious persons who would tie 
down the divine operation In healing diseases to one method, nor do we think 
that it betokens any lack of faith to suppose that God can heal by pure air, 
good water, and even by medicines compounded by human skill. Why should 
we tax our psychic energies with tasks which could be easily discharged by 
psychical instrumentalities?—The Century.

QUEER THIRST SATISFIERS. 


Substitutes for Water Found in the 


Desert. 


All devices for allaying the discom- 
fort arising from the dryness of the mu- 
cous • membrances, such as carrying 
bullets or pebbles In the 
mouth, 
chewing grass or a picce of rubber, are 
wholly futile In meeting the serious 
thirst problem, says The Outing Mag- 
azine. 
The relative humidity 
often 
falls to 5 percent in the Southwestern 
deserts, and in a temperature of over 
100 degrees, the evaporation from a ves- 
sel of water standing m the open may 
be as much as an inch a day. 
The 
amount thrown off by the skin is cor- 
respondingly great, and if the loss is 
not made good thirst ensues, and 10 
hours' lack of water may thicken the 
tongue so that speech is impossible. 


The Indian and the desert traveler 
often seek relief In the juices of plants 
when water falls. The fruits of some 
of the prickly pears are slightly juicy; 
the fronds of the same plant, or the 
great trunks of the saguaro, contain 
much sap, but for the most part it is 
bitter, and, while it would save life 
in extremity, yet it is very unpleasant 
to use. 
The barrel cactus, or bisnago 
(Echlno-cactus), 
however, 
contains 
within its spiny cylinders a fair sub- 
stitute for good water. To get at this 
juice one must be armed with a stout 
knife, or an ax, with which to de- 
capitate the plant, which Is done by 
cutting away a section from the^top. 
Next a green stake Is obtained from 
some shrub or tree that is free from 
bitter substances, and with this or 
with the ax the white pitch of the in- 
terior Is pounded to a pulp and a cav- 
ity that would hold two gallons Is 
formed. 
Squeezing the pulp between 
the hands into the cavity will give 
from three to six pints of gt drinkable 
liquid that is far from unpleasant, and 
Is generally a few/degrees cooler than 
the air. 
Scouting Indians have long 
used the bisnaga to save carrying a 
heavy supply of v/ater, and a drink 
may be obtained In this manner by a 
skilled operator In five to ten min- 
utes.

Fuel Oil In Italy. 


The Italian' state government, or at 
least the powers in charge of the Ital- 
ian state railways, must have some 
confidence in the comparative perman- 
ence of the fuel oil supply. 
It is 
stated that during the fiscal year of 
1906-1907 the cost of coal on the Ital- 
ian railways was so excessive as to 
attract special attention and amount- 
ed to 17 cents per train mile, as 
against a cost In France for a similar 
distance of 10 cents. The Italian gov- 
ernment has granted a special reduc- 
tion on duties on mineral oils for 
the use of the, state railways and the 
railway management has now decided 
to use fuel oil at least on some of 
the mountain 
lines with long tun- 
nels where the cost of,the fuel oil- 
hitherto has seemingly made such use 
prohibitive. The concession in duties 
now made will lead to*' the gradual 
adoption of fuel oil and It is thought 
that when tho oil can be Imported 
Into the country in tank steamers, its 
use, at least for railway purposes will 
become far more genei-al.—Louisiana 
Planter.

Students Have Bloody Fight. 


Gettysburg, Sopt 11.—Two men uncon­ 
scious, many bloody faces, some teeth ex­ 
tracted quickly and without pain, numer­ 
ous ugly bruises, together with such min­ 
or injuries as battered noses, swollen eyes 
and scores of dark spots technically known 
as “blacks and blueV’ were the %result of 
one of the fiercest class fights ever waged 
between two classes at Gettysburg College. 
The fight occurred on Washington street 
at the side of the Eagle Hotel between 10 
and 11 o'clock last night with various 
skirmishes and minor encounters on the 
side all night 


The battle was caused by the fact that«, 
in accordance with a time honored custom 
the Sophomores started to put up their 
posters, printed in green ink and covered 
with wholesome advice to the new fnen. 
The Freshmen had organized in the after­ 
noon and knowing that the posters would 
be distributed during the night over vari­ 
ous real estate al>out town determined to 
resist and if possible prevent the obnox­ 
ious literature from being spread upon the 
walls and windows of Gettysburg’s houses 
and stores to say nothing of fences, trees, 
telephone poles, etc. 
~ 


Discovering early in the evening that 
second year men were out in force the 
Freshmen, eighty strong, gathered on 
Nixon field and practiced battle maiiQiiv- 
ers which would have put the citizen 
soldiery of Pennsylvania to shame. 
All 
sorts of attack and defense were practiced 
and when the leaders thought that their 
forces were sufficiently organized th e 
march to town was commenced. They 
found their opponents at the Eagle Hotel 
corner and immediately both sides formed 
in battle army. 


The two classes each formed into com­ 
pact body and charged on each other. 
Immediately there was a wild mix-up of 
fists, arms, legs and various other things 
of perishable nature. 
The second year 
men started to wield a number of paddles 
which they had gathered and they dealt 
severe blows so that many a valiant Fresh­ 
man fell by the wayside. The upper class­ 
men interfered, however, and ordered the 
Sophomores to throw away their paddles 
as too serious damage was being dome. 
Faces were cut, teeth knocked out, ugly 
bruises given a number of the men and 
still the fight kept on. 


The strain of the fight began to tell on 
many of the men and they were forced to 
withdraw while the sight of two men ly­ 
ing unconscious on the street .served to 
call a halt. 
The injured heroes were on 
all sides and the combatants soon formed 
hospital corps and took their men in wag­ 
ons or on their shoulders to the dormitor­ 
ies. 
Most of the men were able to walk 
but several were badlv hurt.

earthen ware market 
in our hands, 


and.

sees in the cheaper restaurants, ho- 
tels, and boarding houses here. 


"Among the wealthy class of Fili- 


pinos the most expensive china is in 
brisk demand. They think nothing of 
paying several hundred dollars for a 
tea or dinner set. 


"The only class of people in the 


Philippines who don't buy goods from 
us are the Chinese. There are fully 
SO.'.'OO Celestials in the islands to- 
day, and I don't believe there is one 
of them who

made here or in any other country but 
their own.

make a tunnel until they reach the 
wooden -pari through those solid ma- 
terials, and then begin to devour the 
v/ood. 


The work is so quick and 
smart 
that when we are aware from the out- 
side appearances that injury is 
be- 
ing done to some part of the build- 
ing It is almost too late, and you win 
then flnd out that the hidden parts 
of it have almost been eaten away. 


It is said that among other woods 
Foochow cedar is most liable to these 
injuries. 
White ant live all over the 
island, but Keelung seems to be their 
base, being the most suitable place 
for this insect, which prefers 
dark 
and damp places, as there is rain or 
cloudy weather aUnost every 
day.—

In the month of May only 42,000 fm- 
migrants landed in ihU country; 75,- 
000 aliens sailed for their old homes. 
For the same month last year the ar- 
rivals were 198.000 and the departures 
were 33.000, Since last October, when 
the panic took effect, 550,000 aliens 
have left thepe shores and only about 
350,000 have arrived. 
The departure 
of so great an army of unskilled la- 
bor served to reduce materially 
the 
hard times conditions of many locali- 
ties. 
The half million 
would 
have 
been added to the unemployed, and 
this would have meant for most of 
them an eventual approach to desti- 
tution. 
The steamship companies ex- 
pect the steerage traffic to continue 
in its present swing for some time.

way. 
Never In 
previous 
history has the automatic regulation 
of immigration and emigration been 
so strikingly exhibited as by the port 
figures 
for the last eight months. 


OUR TOKIO EMBASSY. 


Itft Situation In Relation to th« R«* 
building of the City. 


The United States embassy, which Ift 
known to tho Japanese as 
"America 
Taishakwan," is in the section or ward 
of Tokio known as Aitasaka. 
It is not 
far from tho southern side of the great 
moat surrounding the palace and cat- 
tle of the Tokugawa Shoguns, which, 
after the capitol was 
moved 
from 
Kyoto, at the time of tho Restoration, 
became the property of tho emperor, 
and in which, practically, he has resid- 
ed over since. Tho embassy is central- 
ly located and is quite convenient to 
the foreign ofllce and to the oflices oF 
tho Imperial Palace, but the plot on 
which it stands Is badly selected and 
ihe building is worse. 
It is a wooden 
structure, large and rambling, which 
has been added to al various timcf un- 
der various ambasadors. and has boeu 
falling into disrepair for many year», 
deteriorating rapidly, as 
all 
wooden 
buildings do In the humid climate oC 
Japan. 
The inside of the bulldlng^t la 
kept more satisfactory by dint of cou- 
slant refurnishing and repairs. 


The embassies and legations of other 
powers'are chosen more or less wltti a 
view to their proximity to the foreign 
ofllce; but some of them are at a con- 
siderable distance. 
Tokio is a city of 
huge distances, with no one section for 
its most desirable or residential quar- 
ter, so that the matter of paying cere- 
monial calls upon members of tho Corps 
Diplomatique and to Japanese ofllrers 
is a matter first and last of enormous 
travel. 
Tokio Is a city 
which 
was 
formed of many small villages, whi^^h 
grow together, each vilage having u s 
splendid estates of Dyamios and ofll- 
cers. 
On every side in Tokio one at 
present can see the conflict of the an- 
cient and modern. 
The smaller moats 
are being» fllled up to maicc boulevards, 
the old stone walls thrown down, the 
canals more or less restricted, and the 
whole city is gradually conforming to 
a broad and comprehensive schemo of 
alteration and beautifying, which will 
take many years and much money lo 
accomplish. 
In twenty years It will 
doubtless have all the looks of a mod- 
ern city in Oriental clothes. 
At pres- 
ent. great efforts aro being made to fin- 
ish these improvements, if possible, be- 
fore the Japan Exposition of 1912.— 
Town and Country. 


Philippine 
Dishes. 


J. L. BrookSj a representative of a 
wholesale crockery Arm in Portland, 
Me., passed 
through 
New York 
re- 
cently en x'oute 
to the 
Philippines, 
whore his concern does an immense 
business In the sale of dishes among 
the x}eople of the islands. 
He remark- 
ed during a talk that, previous to the 
Spanish-American 
war, not a 
single 
dish was exported from this country 
to the Philippines, the Filipinos buy- 
ing nearly all their dishes from Eng- 
land and Germany. 


*'But that is not so now," he added. 
"To-day 
we 
have 
practically 
the 
whole of the 
Philippine 
china 
and 
earthen ware market 
In our hands, 
and, of course, our export of dishes 
is increasing as the islands increase 
in population and 
civilization. 


"The dishes which are mostly 
in 
demand out there at present are of 
tho unbreakable variety, such as one 
sees in the cheaper restaurants, ho- 
tels, and boarding houses here. 


"Among the wealthy class of Fili- 
pinos the most expensive china is In 
brisk demand. 
They think nothing of 
paying several hundred dollars for a 
tea or dinner set. 


"The only class of people In tlie 
Philippines who don't buy goods from 
us are tho Chinese. 
Tliere are fully 
80,000 Celestials 
In the 
islands 
to- 
day, and I don't believe there Is one 
of them who 
purchases an 
article 
made hero or in any other country but 
their own. 


Mr, Brooks added that the value of 
our 
crockery and 
glassware 
export 
to the Philippines in 1907, was close 
to a million.—New York Times.

Public Opinion Prevails 


Over 
The Common Law 


By Hoscoe Pound, of Nevada, President of the 


Am erican Car Association 


AW is no longer anything sacred or mysterious. 
Judicial 
decisions aro Investigated and discussed freely by historians, 
economists £fti ¿^otologists. 
The doctrines announced by 
the courti are debated by the press and have even been 
dealth with In political platforms. .Laymen know full well 
that they may make laws and that knowledge of the law is 
no necessary prerequisite of far-reaching legislation. 
The 
legislative steam-roller levels the just rule with the unjust In 
the public anxiety to law out a new road. 
The introduction 
of the doctrine of comparative negligence in employer's liability statutes and 
rocent statutes leaving questions of negligence wholly to Juries, or, in other 
words, cutting off all assurance that like cases involving negligence will re­ 
ceive a like decision, the common law doctrine, at least as explained to the 
people, did not commend themselves to the public intelligence. 
In such 
cases, something is to be done; 
and it is done too often with but little 
understanding of the old law, mischief or remedy. 
But we have no right to 
rail at such miscarriages. 
The public must move in such legal light as the 
luminaries,of the law afford. 


We must not make the mistake in American legal education of creating 
a permanent gulf between legal thought and popular thought. 
We may com­ 
mit this mistake merely by teaching legal pseudo-science and obsolete phil­ 
osophy, quite as much as by the more prevalent method of saying nothing 
about these matters at all, leaving the student to pick pp what he may 
here and there in the cases and texts, with no hint that there are other 
conceptions and theories entertained by scholars of no small authority, and 
to go forth in the belief that ho is completely trained. 


In all cases of divergence between the standard of the common law and 
and the standard of the public, it goes without saying that the latter will 
prevail in the end. 
Sooner or later what public opinion demands will be rec­ 
ognized and enforced by the courts. A bench and bar trained in individaul- 
ist theories and firm in the persuasion that tho so-called legal justice Is an 
absolute and a necessary standard, from which there may be no departure 
without the destruction of the legal order, may retard, but cannot prevent 
progress to the newer standard recognized by the sociologist. In this prog­ 
ress lawyers should be conccious factors, not unconscious followers of popular 
thought, not conscious obstructors of the course of legal development. 
To 
this end it is the duty of teachers of law, while they teach scrupulously the 
law that the courts administer, to teach it in the spirit and from the stand­ 
point of the political, economic and sociological learning of to-day. It is 
their task to create in this country a true sociological jurisprudence, to de­ 
velop a thorough understanding between the people and the law, to Insure 
that the common law remain, -what Its truest exponents have always insisted 
it is—human reason.

exercises a profound influence over the body, the body no less really affects 
the mind. 
This commonplace is ignored by the quasl-theosophlcal systems 
at present in vogue, and men and women are treated as if they were disem­ 
bodied spirits, instead of being, as they really are, very much at the mercy 
of physiological processes. 
We distinguish, then, with science between “or­ 
ganic" and “functional” disorders, and we believe that the legitimate sphere 
for moral and psychical methods is that of the “functional,” not the “organic,” 
though even in the latter they are a valuable adjunct, inasmuch as they tend 
to strengthen the resistive powers of the patient against the pathological 
causes at work. 
We do not agree with those religious persons who would tie 
down the divine operation in healing diseases to one method, nor do we think 
that it betokens any lack of faith to suppose that God can heal by pure air, 
good water, and even by medicines compounded by human skill. Why should 
we tax our psychic energies with tasks which could be easily discharged by 
psychical instrumentalities?—The Century,

QUEER THIRST SATISFIERS. 


Our Greatest Malady ^ 


Is Lack of 
Individual Courage 


Substitutes for Water Found in the 


Desert. 


All devices Cor allaying the discom­ 
fort arising from the dryness of the mu­ 
cous • membrances, such as carrying 
bullets or pebbles in the 
mouth, 
chewing grass or a piece of rubber, are 
wholly futile in meeting the serious 
thirst problem, says The Outing Mag­ 
azine. 
The relative humidity 
often 
falls to 5 percent in the Southwestern 
deserts, and in a temperature of over 
100 degrees, the evaporation from a ves­ 
sel of water standing in the open may 
be as much as an inch a day. 
The 
amount thrown off by the skin is cor­ 
respondingly great, and if the loss is 
not made good thirst ensues, and 10 
hours' lack of water may thicken the 
tongue so that speech is impossible. 


The Indian and the desert traveler 
often seek relief in the juices of plants 
when water falls. The fruits of some 
of the prickly pears are slightly juicy; 
the fronds of the same plant, or the 
great trunks of the saguaro, contain 
much sap, but for the most part it is 
bitter, and, while it would save life 
in extremity, yet it is very unpleasant 
to use. 
The barrel cactus, or blsnago 
(Echino-cactus), 
however, 
contains 
within its spiny cylinders a fair sub­ 
stitute for good water. To get at this 
juice one must be armed with a stout 
knife, or an ax, with which to de­ 
capitate the plant, which is done by 
cutting away a section from the*top. 
Next a green stake is obtained from 
some shrub or tree that is free from 
bitter substances, and with this or 
with the ax the white pitch of the in­ 
terior is pounded to a pulp and a cav­ 
ity that would hold two gallons is 
formed. 
Squeezing the pulp between 
the hands into the cavity will give 
from three to six pints of $ drinkable 
liquid that is far from unpleasant, and 
is generally a few/degrees cooler than 
the air. 
Scouting Indians have long 
used the bisnaga to save carrying a

Fuel Oil in Italy. 


The Italian' state government, or at 
least the powers in charge of the Ital­ 
ian state railways, must have some 
confidence in the comparative perman­ 
ence of the fuel oil supply. 
It is 
stated that during the fiscal year of 
1906-1907 the cost of coal on the Ital­ 
ian railways was so excessive as to 
attract special attention and amount­ 
ed to 17 cents per train mile, as 
against a cost in France for a similar 
distance of 10 cents. The Italian gov­ 
ernment has granted a special reduc­ 
tion on duties on mineral oils for 
the use of the, state railways and the 
railway management has now decided 
to use fuel oil at least on some of 
the mountain 
lines with long tun­ 
nels where the cost of. the fuel oil* 
hitherto has seemingly made such use 
prohibitive. The concession in duties 
now made will lead to* the gradual 
adoption of fuel oil and it is thought 
that when tho oil can be imported 
into the country in tank steamers, its 
use, at least for railway purposes will 
become far more genei'al.—Louisiana 
Planter.

Mme. Anna Gould’s views on inter­ 
national marriages are quoted as fol­ 
lows in an interview with her report- 
ed by Jean Bonnefou, a French jour­ 
nalist: 


“We Americans lovo French socie­ 
ty because of the shortcomings of our 
own. 
To me France is the incarna- 
tion of the highest possibilities of 
elegance. 
Aristocrats, titles, attract 
American girls because we have not 
got them at home..I married a French 
aristocrat because I thought him the 
embodiment of finesse, of high life. 


“Of course, I was disappointed; but 
I saw Paris and learned that it does 
not do to differ from other people. 


“Paris never saw me as I am. 
I 
was .content to devote myself to my 
children. 
I gave up my money roy­ 
ally, and, for the rest, sentenced my­ 
self to silence. 


“One has to learn, 
I come from a 
country whose high’society differs in 
every way from the French noblesse. 
At home woman spends the money 
that man earns. 


“If a French 
aristocrat 
marries 
one of our heiresses he expects her 
to be his banker. 
This wife-banker 
m ust invest all her money in an en­ 
terprise over which she has no con­ 
trol and that often yields her but a 
scant percentage. 
American girls, as 
■a rule, do not see this side of the 
medal, tout when it is brought home 
to them, in time—oh, how it hurts! 


‘^Mainly because you want to riso 
above the American mode of life, Am­ 
erican girls seek European marriage 
alliances—that is, marry titled for­ 
eigners. 


“In the material things, in honesty 
and solidity of purpose, the American 
man has no equal. We know that, we 
women do, but, nevertheless, turn to 
Europe in quest of the ideal man. On 
the old continent, we persuade our­ 
selves, dwells the hero of our girlish 
dreams. 


“I know now that this hero of our 
Imagination is more often than not 
but a gilded and beribboned manikin, 
¡but women will never believe it un­ 
til they have found 
out for 
them­ 
selves. 
The man who bestrides his 
horse so elegantly, the cavalier of 
most enchanting manners—'how could 
he be capable of covetousness or in­ 
trigue? 
Nothing surprises an Ameri­ 
can heiress whose marriage to a ti­ 
tled foreigner turns out badly more 
than the fact that her exquisite con­ 
sort lacks 
heart, that muscle from 
which all our happiness should flow. 


“Curious, is it not? The French ar­ 
istocracy, conserved in its own ice, 
plays upon the imaginations of Ameri. 
can heiresses by the very characteris­ 
tics it most conspicuously lacks. 
I 
knew quite well when a girl that n o t 
all French noblemen 
were 
jewels 
th at the revolution forgot to destroy. 
Yet the charm of the first real cava­ 
lier I met captivated me. 


“To ensnare American girls a ti­ 
tled foreigner must be a past-master I 
of gallantry, the glass of fashion, an 
exquisite in every polite pursuit. 
If 
he hasn't these qualities in the high­ 
est essence, then we prefer a prac­ 
tical, diligent, solid American. 


“There are Americans with esprit, 
but we prefer the easy conversation­ 
al style of the French. It’s the cham­ 
pagne bubbles we love in French life. 
But some of these airy, fairy gentle­ 
men—ah, what brutal tricksters they 
are—tricksters and frauds! 
It goes 
very hard with a woman when she 
learns that her husband is that. 
It 
makes her suffer. 


“American life has one great ad­ 
vantage over the Parisian. 
At home 
we do not affect feelings we are in­ 
capable of entertaining. 
We do not 
play with hearts, neither with the 
wife’s nor the children's*. 


“We have religion. 
I was the wife 
of a Catholic, -but in my heart of 
hearts I always remained true to the 
faith of my childhood. 
I am still a 
Presbyterian. 


“I »believe in religion as I do in 
love. 
To my mind, neither permits 
of frivolities. 


“I am bringing up my children in 
the love of God and goodness— 
they are flesh of my flesh, so I pray 
that there always may be a communi­ 
ty of soul and heart between us. 
I 
love my family; I love my brother. I 
love them with all my heart. 
But, 
really, are we Americans capable of 
love? 
I don't know, but I do know 
th at life has many disappointments. 
To mention only one—I love peace, 
and am surrounded by war,"

Most serious injuries were sustain­ 
ed by the Keelung^post office, where 
pillars, ibeams, floors, papers and 6ven 
m ail »bags were gnawed away. 
In a 
large room provided for 
mail 
car­ 
riers, etc., a hundred mats were all 
destroyed. 
Astonished at this event 
the postal officers replaced them by 
new Ones at once, but on the very 
day this had all been done it wai 
found out that half of the new mat* 
were again gnawed away. 


Several years ago in the prefectural 
office at Taipeth there was a most 
substantial wooden box containing im­ 
portant documents, etc. 
When the 
officers wanted to open this box it 
was utterly impossible to do so, and 
when they broke the lid of it they 
found out that inside of it was a 
nest of white ants and all documents 
were entirely destroyed. 


The official residence of the Gover- 
nor of Taichu was several years ago 
attacked by this white army, when 
walls, 
pilHrs and 
floors 
were 
all 
eaten and destroyed. 
Seeing that he 
was utterly defeated the Governor 
surrendered 
the 
residence 
to 
the 
enemy and removed to another house. 


Not only wooden matters but cloth­ 
es, etc., are also frequently injured 
by ants. 


In a certain house a chest of draw­ 
ers was eaten through and the con­ 
tents, which consisted of the best and 
most favorite dresses and other ex­ 
pensive clothing belonging 
to 
the 
mistress of the house, were left in a 
miserable state. 


How fierce the power of the white 
ant it will be understood from the fact 
that a building in 
Japanese 
style 
would be rendered useless in three 
years on an average. In case the build­ 
ing is of brick or stone the ants 
make a tunnel until they reach the 
wooden pari through those solid ma­ 
terials, and then begin to devour the 
wood. 


The work is so quick and smart 
that when we are aware from the out­ 
side appearances that injury is 
be­ 
ing done to some part of the build­ 
ing it is almost too late, and you will 
then find out that the hidden parts 
of it have almost been eaten away. 


It is said that among other woods 
Foochow cedar is most liable to these 
injuries. 
White ant live all over the 
island, but Keelung seems to be their 
base, being the most suitable place 
for this insect, which prefers dark 
and damp places, as there is rain or 
cloudy weather alxno3t every day.— 
Auping correspondence South China 
Post.

He wa.* carried to W eatherby's office 
and doctors were summoned; but the 
prince was beyond all human aid and 
just before the bell rang for the race 
for which his colt Gaillard, brother 
of St. »Simon, was first favorite, he 
breathed bis last. 
A few minutes 
later “the clear blue sky rang with 
cheers and shouts as the horses come 
thundering along, -which rose into a 
roar as Gaillard won by a hea^, while 
behind the drawn blinds of Weather­ 
by's office Gaillard’s owner, who had 
been looking forward so eagerly to 
this moment, was lying dead. 
It 
was owing to the death of his owner 
that Galopln's greet son could not 
run In the Derby of 1884, which ho 
would almost certainly have won ”

1,000 por cent. 


The total population of France is 
now 3S.350.7SS. 
The female sex ex­ 
ceeds the male in number, the figures 
being, respectively, 19,533,S99 and IS,* 
816,SS9. 
On the other hand, an ex­ 
cess in the number of the unmarried 
is shown on the masculine side, tho 
respective figures being 9,917,178 and 
9,114,350. There are 2,3S4,S79 widows 
and divorced wos;en, as against 1,- 
005,SS4 widowers end divorced men. 


The number of French families is 
9,7S1,117, of which 1,314,773 am w ith­ 
out children; 2,249,337 have but one 
child; 2,01S,6G5 have two; 
1,246,264 
have three; 74S,S41 have four; 429,- 
799 havo five; 24S,159 have six; 13S,- 
7G9 have seven; 71,S41 have eight, and 
33,917 have nine children. 
These fig­ 
ures continue to represent, in a rap­ 
idly decreasing proportion, the num­ 
ber of families having a larger num­ 
ber. 
Upon comparing these groups 
of figures, it nill bo perceived that 
for about two-thirds of the families 
of France the average number of 
children does not exceed three; while 
for about 1 1-2 per cent, of them the 
average number is seven, and for less 
than l per cent, of the same, eight 
children. 
Twenty-four Emilies 
are 
recorded, however, as possessing sev­ 
enteen, and thirty-four as possessing 
eighteen children.—Harper's.

low a material rise in prices and thus 
counteract the reduction in supply.” 


Dr. Edmund J. Jamps, president of 
the University of Illinois, who has 
been commissioned by Governor De- 
neen to make a study of recent edu­ 
cational developments 
in 
Germany 
and other European countries, has 
sailed to fulfil his mission. 
The re­ 
sults of his inquiries will serve as 
the basis of a report to the State Edu­ 
cational Commission of Illinois, re­ 
cently appointed by the Governor. Dr. 
James will also inspect tho chief vet­ 
erinary schools in European countries 
to gather information for recommen­ 
dations as to the plan and scope of 
the new College of Veterinary Sur­ 
gery and Research, to be established 
as a part of the university. 


A generation ago Topolobampo was 
the scene of an heroic attempt on the 
part of a young Mr. Owen to estab­ 
lish a model city in 
which 
there 
should be equal rights, equal privil­ 
eges, equal opportunities, and enough 
for everybody. 
He got a concession 
from the Mexican government for a 
railway to 
the 
United 
States, and 
laid plans which were wise and far- 
reaching; but, before he could make 
adequate preparation, 
hundreds 
of 
needy people flocked to the place. Ho 
failed to raise the money to build 
the railroad, and the experiment end­ 
ed in disaster, doing, as he sorrow­ 
fully confessed, more 
harm 
than 
good. 
Now, by the enterprise of capi­ 
talists, the road is to be built, the 
magnificent harbor to be used, with 
a prospect of building a city to rival 
any one on either coast. 


In the month of May only 42,000 im­ 
migrants landed in this country; 75,- 
000 aliens sailed for their old homes. 
For the same month last year the ar­ 
rivals were 198.000 and the departures 
were 33,000. Since last October, when 
the panic took effect, 550,000 aliens 
have left thepe shores and only about 
350,000 have arrived. 
The departure 
of so great an army of unskilled la­ 
bor served to reduce materially the 
hard times coqditions of many locali­ 
ties. 
The half million 
would 
have 
been added to the unemployed, and 
this would have meant for most of 
them an eventual approach to desti­ 
tution, 
The steamship companies ex­ 
pect the steerage traffic to continue 
in its present swing for some time. 
When the return of prosperity is as­ 
sured it should show the old balance 
the other way, 
Never in previous 
history has the automatic regulation 
of immigration and emigration been 
so strikingly exhibited as by the port 
figures for the last eight months. 


OUR TOKIO EMBASSY. 


Its Situation In Relation to tho Ro- 


buildlng of the City. 


The United States embassy, which la 
known to tho Japanese as 
“America 
Taishakwan,” is in the section or ward 
of Tokio known as Akasaka. It Is not 
far from tho southern side of the great 
moat surrounding the palace and caa- 
tie of the Tokugawa Shoguns, which, 
after the capitol was 
moved 
from 
Kyoto, at the time of the Restoration, 
became tho property of tho emperor, 
and in which, practically, he has resid­ 
ed ever since. Tho embassy Is central­ 
ly located and is quite convenient to 
the foreign ofilce and to the offices of 
tho Imperial Palace, but the plot on 
which it stands Is badly selected and 
the building is worse. 
It is a wooden 
structure, large and rambling, which 
has been added to al various times un­ 
der various ambasadors, and has been 
falling into disrepair for many year*, 
deteriorating rapidly, as all 
wooden 
buildings do in the humid climate of 
Japan. The inside of the building» is 
kept more satisfactory by dint of con­ 
stant refurnishing and repairs. 


The embassies and legations of other 
powers1 are choseu more or less witn a 
view to their proximity to the foreign 
office; but some of them are at a con­ 
siderable distance. 
Tokio is a city of 
huge distances, with no one section for 
its most desirable or residential quar­ 
ter, so that the matter of paying cere­ 
monial calls upon members of tho Corps 
Diplomatique and to Japanese oHirers 
is a matter first and last of enormous 
travel. 
Tokio is a city which 
was 
formed of many small villages, whIHi 
grow together, each vilage having its 
splendid estates of Dyamios and offi­ 
cers. 
On every side in Tokio one at 
present cau see the conflict of the an­ 
cient and modern. The smaller moats 
are being* filled up to make boulevards, 
the old stone walls thrown down, the 
canals more or less restricted, and the 
whole city is gradually conforming to 
a broad and comprehensive scheme of 
alteration and beautifying, which will 
take many years and much money to 
accomplish. 
In twenty years it will 
doubtless have all the looks of a mod­ 
ern city in Oriental clothes. 
At pres­ 
ent, great efforts are being made to fin­ 
ish these improvements, if possible, be­ 
fore the Japan Exposition of 1912.— 
Town and Country. 


Philippine Dishes. 


J. L. Brooks, a representative of a 
wholesale crockery firm in Portland, 
Me., passed through New York re­ 
cently en route 
to the Philippines, 
where his concern does an immense 
business in the sale of dishes among 
the people of the islands. 
He rem ark­ 
ed during a talk that, previous to the 
Spanish-American war, not a single 
disli was exported from this country 
to the Philippines, the Filipinos buy­ 
ing nearly ail their dishes from Eng­ 
land and Germany. 


“But that is not so now,” he added. 
“To-day 
we 
have 
practically 
tho 
whole of the Philippine china and 
earthen ware market 
in our hands, 
and, of course, our export of dishes 
is increasing as the islands increase 
in population and civilization. 


“The dishes which are mostly In 
demand out there at present are of 
tho unbreakable variety, such as one 
sees in the cheaper restaurants, ho­ 
tels, and boarding houses here. 


“Among the wealthy class of Fili­ 
pinos the most expensive china is in 
brisk demand. 
They think nothing of 
paying several hundred dollars for a 
tea or dinner set. 


“The only class of people in the 
Philippines who don’t buy goods from 
us are tho Chinese. 
There are fully 


80,000 Celestials in the islands to­ 
day, and I don’t believe there is one 
of them who 
purchases an 
article 
made hero or in any other country but 
their own. 


Mr. Brooks added that the value of 
our crockery and glassware export 
to the Philippines in 1907, was close 
to a million.—New York Times.
